Please accept the Oroville Recreation Advisory Committee's (ORAC) recommendation to approve the
application from the Department of Water Resources (DWR) for water certification in the above referenced
matter. ORAC is supportive of the requirements and Fish Hatchery salmon mitigations as detailed in the Water
Quality Certification.

The approval of the certificate and the issuance of the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission (FERC) license
will allow the funding of the Supplemental Benefits Fund (SBF) that is detailed in Appendix B of the
Settlement agreement for the licensing of the Oroville Facilities which was signed by over fifty (50)
stakeholders, including ORAC on March 21, 2006.
